Guineas), Writ (Craven Stakes), *Splendid Jay (Yorkshire Oaks, and grandam of Good 
Flavor), Caracol (Lingfield Park-Spring Stakes), etc. 


Popinjay, third dam of *Rhodes Scholar, was a stakes winner, also produced the stakes 
winners Cross Bow, Good and Gay (dam of stakes winners), and others. The fourth dam 
was the great Chelandry, ancestress of such horses as *Wrack, St. James, *Chacolet, *Gala- 
tea, Gallant Sir, Sir Damion, etc.

Cravat raced at two, three, and four. He was a 
stakes winner in each season and earned $141,305. 
At two Cravat won the Maplewood Stakes, was 
second in the Maplewood Handicap. At three 
Cravat won the Yankee Handicap (1 3-16 miles in 
1:56%, new track record), Jerome Handicap (mile 
in 1:3635, beating Can't Wait, The Chief, Menow, 
Sun Egret, Bull Lea, Fighting Fox, etc.), was third 
in Belmont Stakes (beaten two necks by Pasteur- 
ized and Dauber), Classic Stakes, and Narragansett 
Special.

Each of Frilette’s six 
daughters is a producer. Two of the three sons 
of Frilette which were not gelded while in train- 
ing are sires. They are Bunting and Overall.

Closed Exit 


HE BLOOD-HORSE and other commentators 

have advocated recently that the transfer of a 
large number of Thoroughbred broodmares from 
Thoroughbred breeding into the production of 
hunters, cow ponies, riding horses, range horses, 
etc., would effect an improvement both in the rac- 
ing breed and the other types of horses. For 
many years the Thoroughbred has been used for 
the improvement of other types. Now we have a 
situation which apparently calls for an extension 
of the practice, since we have too many Thorough- 
breds and too few good horses of other kinds. 

It had been our hope that a few dealers who 
handle large numbers of horses would be willing 
to offer their services as a sort of clearing house 
in bringing about something of a wholesale trans- 
fer of large numbers of Thoroughbred mares from 
their present owners to whoever might happen to 
want them. A job of that sort could be done only 
by men thoroughly familiar with the market, and 
if such men thought there would be no worth- 
while market for Thoroughbred culls, then there 
was not much use in pushing the matter further. 

In an attempt to discover what the prospects 
might be we wrote to a man familiar with the 
horse situation throughout the country, asked his 
suggestion. This authority gave his answer in a 
letter from which we quote an excerpt: 

“Frankly I do not think much of the idea... . 
The difficulty with most of the rejects, that the 
Thoroughbred men would like to get rid of, lies in 
the fact that they have various defects in feet and 
legs which are too serious to justify using such 
mares for the production of riding horses.” 

That answer is significant. We had understood, 
of course, that many Thoroughbred culls would be 
condemned as unworthy of being used for breeding 
anything, but we were not prepared for such a 
blanket condemnation of the breed. We had as- 
sumed that the Thoroughbred breed had feet and 
legs superior to the average. We had assumed 
that it was high-speed racing which usually 
brought out the defects and that, if Thoroughbreds 
were not raced, their legs and feet would remain

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comparatively sound for other tasks. We had as- 
sumed that many Thoroughbred mares of small 
value for breeding racing stock would be good 
enough to effect an improvement in other stock. 
Now we get an opinion, from an authority on the 
subject, to the effect that Thoroughbred culls 
wouldn't bring about enough improvement in 
other breeds to justify the effort. 

Undoubtedly there are different opinions on the 
subject. (There always are, on anything having 
to do with horses.) But in this case the opinion is 
probably more important just now than the fact, 
whatever the fact may be. For if this man and 
other leaders in the field consider that the Thor- 
oughbred mare would be a detriment in other 
fields, then the elimination problem now before 
Thoroughbred breeders is doubly difficult of solu- 
tion, because a market which might have been de- 
pended upon dogs not exist. 

If this is the situation, if breeders of other types 
of horses are not interested in the race horse to 
the extent that they would cooperate in a sort of 
mass movement of Thoroughbred mares into half- 
bred production, then the regular sales agencies 
for the Thoroughbred provide the only outlets for 
the stock which must be eliminated. Recent auc- 
tions have demonstrated that fairly large num- 
bers of Thoroughbreds are being bought by people 
whose primary interest is not in racing. 

This is a healthy tendency, what there is of it. 
But there remains the difficulty that in sales of 
this sort the pedigree must accompany the horse, 
and the new owner, whatever his original inten- 
tions may have been, is faced always with the 
temptation provided by the registration certifi- 
cate. The average purchaser of this class of mare 
is not aware of the tremendous odds against him 
as a Thoroughbred breeder. He only knows that 
occasionally somebody has a tremendous stroke of 
luck. He hesitates to make himself ineligible for 
such a stroke of luck by giving up the pedigree. 
So it turns out in many cases that instead of hav- 
ing eliminated a horse we have recruited a breeder. 

If only we could pass a law that no registration 
certificate would be turned over with a horse sold 
for $100 or less—but we can't.

Names by Exchange 


VERY sore point with owners, at about this 

time of the year, is the obtaining of suitable 
names for their coming 2-year-olds. By suitable, 
when they begin working on the problem, they 
mean suitable to themselves and the horses. A 
little later they mean suitable to Registrar Fred 
Klees. 

Naming horses is a very vexing problem. 
Names must not be more than 14 letters long, in- 
cluding spaces. They must carry no implication 
of advertising, though sometimes Mr. Klees misses 
a trick here, which is not very surprising in the 
light of how much advertising there is. The usual 
standards apply regarding blasphemy, profanity, 
and indecency, or maybe there would be more ap- 
propriate names. And—here is the rub—names 
must not have been used before, except by horses 
which have been out of the picture for 15 years or 
more. (Of course, names which have once been 
made famous cannot be used again. There were 
more than one Man o’ War and Equipoise and 
Bend Or, but there will be no others.) Since the 
average owner has no list of used names to check 
against, this is where he runs up against trouble, 
and an owner once complained to this observer 
that he had submitted 36 names, no less, before 
he got one. 

Despite these difficulties, there are subscribers 
to THE BLOOD-HORSE who like to name horses, 
presumably as a more interesting pastime than 
solitaire or crossword puzzles. Each year owners 
avail themselves of this fact, get a good many 
names. If anyone is stuck with a horse to name, 
he may send THE BLOOD-HORSE the breeding, sex, 
and color of the hopeful. This will be published 
with a request for suggestions, which will be for- 
warded to the owner. 

There are no prizes, no obligations. It is a 
game at which enough people like to play that 
THE BLoop-HORSE offers it each year. If an owner 
gets a name through this method, he owes no one 
for the service. If a reader succeeds in naming 
a racer, he is offered nothing except personal sat- 
isfaction, and he will probably lose money follow- 
ing the horse. At least this was the factor which 
caused this bystander to give up adventures in 
nomenclature. 

First move has to come from owners.

Secend Helping won the last stakes of the 
Pimlico meeting and Sir Marlboro won the first 
at Bowie, thus being responsible for the tearing 
up of a good many pari-mutuel tickets. But 
when these two longshots ran coupled in the 
Prince George Autumn Handicap November 23, 
the best either could get was fifth. But Conn 
Smythe’s hockey team keeps on winning. 


New York State got a little more than $5,000,- 
000 from racing in 1940, and thus moved at once 
to the head of the list in racing revenue. The 
figure establishes Senator John J. Dunnigan as 
a conservative politician; he estimated $10,000,- 
000 when he was hunting votes for the pari- 
mutuel law. Senator Dunnigan bought the first 
pari-mutuel ticket sold in New York, at Jamaica, 
last spring. His example was followed enthusi- 
astically all the rest of the season, a fine instance 
of political leadership. 


The first nomination to the Santa Anita Han- 
dicap of 1941, according to California publica- 
tions, is Foxcatcher Farm’s unraced 2-year-old 
Fairy Mant, by Man o’ War—Star Fairy, by *The 
Satrap.

HUNTS RACING 


Montpelier 


AST of the major hunts race meetings of the 

season was that at Montpelier, Va., on Novem- 
ber 16. The card opened with a 114-mile hurdle 
event which went to C. Mahlon Kline’s *Argentino 
(Le Val d’Enfer—Argentee II, by *Belfonds), giv- 
ing the French-bred gelding his fourth victory 
from nine starts this year. Mrs. V. L. Black’s 
Strolling On, by *Strolling Player, getting 14 
pounds from the winner, made the pace into the 
final yards, went under by a nose. Mrs. J. F. Bas- 
sett’s *Singing Water, by Salamis, was third. 

The Virginia, a one-mile flat event, was‘split 
into two divisions. The first was won by Edward 
Jenkins’ Sunbee (*Sun Charmer—*Honey Girl II, 
by Honey Bee), which was making his second 
start through the field. Mrs. Charles S. Brom- 
ley’s Brannon, by *Cohort, was second, and S. B. 
Wing’s Balk, by Balko, was third. In the second 
division, run as the last race of the day, Mont- 
pelier (Mrs. Randolph Scott) won with the 3- 
year-old War Lance (*Lancegaye—Miss Milrane, 
by Olambala). Larry Mills’ Burgoman, by Bur- 
goo King, was second, beaten a length, and J. H. 
a The McLain, by *Royal Minstrel, was 

ird. 

The Noel Laing, a 21!4-mile brush race under 
handicap conditions was won by L. W. Robinson, 
Jr..s Parma (Messenger—Silver Lustre, by *The 
Satrap), which led most of the way and won com- 
fortably by two lengths. Redding Furnace Farm’s 
Beach Maiden, by *Longworth, was second, with 
H. E. Talbott’s Big Rebel, by Sir Andrew, third. 
There were three other starters. 

The only other race was the Montpelier, a two- 
mile allowance race over brush. Larry Mills’

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KENTUCKY 
1940 Season 


HE racing season in Kentucky in 1940 was the 

shortest in many years, since Latonia failed 
to have its usual meeting. There were but 77 
racing days, against 104 in 1939. But the average 
class of racing went up considerably, with ma- 
terial increases at Churchill Downs and Keene- 
land, and the season was one of the most success- 
ful of recent years. Statistics compiled for Daily 
Racing Form show a total distribution of $587,819 
for the year, a drop from the $660,805 of 1939, but 
not a drop commensurate with the decreased 
amount of racing. Keeneland made the biggest 
increase, raising its daily average distribution 
slightly more than $1,000 daily, and thus gained 
on Churchill Downs, which had an increase of $840 
daily. In fact, except for the $75,000 added Ken- 
tucky Derby, which added $2,500 to the daily 
average at Louisville, the Lexington track would 
be far ahead. A comparison of the Kentucky 
tracks in distribution for the last three years:

The leading owner was Milky Way 
which won the Kentucky Derby and six other 
races to get a total of $68,025. Calumet Farm, 
which won the highest number of races, 23, was 
second with $28,185, to which the largest con- 
tributor was Whirlaway, winner of the Breeders’ 
Futurity at Keeneland. E. R. Bradley was third 
with $17,595; his Bimelech, with $15,745, was the 
second leading money winning horse, the first of 
course being Gallahadion ($60,650). Calumet 
Farm’s trainer, Ben A. Jones, saddled all of the 
Calumet winners and was first in this respect. 

Apprentice George King, with 58 winners, had 
more winning mounts than any other rider, but 
the best performance from a percentage stand- 
point was that of Johnny Longden, who did most 
of his riding at Keeneland. He had 52 mounts, 
got 29 per cent of them in the winners’ circle. 


Louisville Probability 


If the Kentucky State Racing Association ap- 
proves the application of Churchill Downs for 
spring dates (it always does), the Louisville 
meeting will open April 26, run through May 17, 
for a total of 19 days. Tentative date for the 
sixty-seventh running of the Kentucky Derby 
will be the second Saturday, May 3.

Brentwood Stables and Others 


T Brentwood House Farms, the beautiful 

estate of Rogers Caldwell a few miles south 
of Nashville, the Fasig-Tipton Company of New 
York conducted, on Wednesday, November 20, 
the largest sale of Thoroughbreds in Tennessee 
since Mr. Caldwell’s dispersal 10 years ago. Mr. 
Caldwell had again accumulated a sizeable band 
of broodmares and it was the dispersal of his 
stock which constituted three-quarters of the 
catalogue, a few of his neighbors making up the 
remainder. 


The sale was held in the open, since the day 
was fair and warm. A crowd of perhaps 175 
persons was present, including a number of 
breeders and owners from central Kentucky, but 
most of the buying was done by Mr. Caldwell’s 
middle Tennessee neighbors. After the first 23 
head had been offered, Auctioneer Doc Bond 
called time out for a barbecue lunch, at which 
Mr. Caldwell was host. 


Sixty head were catalogued, of which 58 were 
sold for a total of $13,610, average $235. Mr. 
Caldwell’s 45 head brought $10,805, average $240. 
He sold 20 mares for $8,050, average $403; six 
weanlings for $440, average $73; 10 yearlings for 
$1,520, average $152; nine horses in training, in- 
cluding hunters, for $795, average $88. Regan 
Farm, Inc., sold 10 head (six mares, two wean- 
lings, two yearlings) for $600. Mrs. John M. 
Branham sold one mare for $110, Edward Potter, 
Jr., one mare for $2,000, Dr. John B. Youmans 
one yearling for $95. 

The one outstanding figure in the sale was the 
good stakes-winning mare Late Date, in foal to 
the successful young stallion *“Man O’Night. She 
was knocked down at $5,500 to Del Holeman, 
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manager of the Regan Farm, bidding for the 
account of Philip Connors, of Middleburg, Va., 
son-in-law of the late Mrs. T. J. Regan. Only 
one other horse in the sale sold for as much as 
$1,000; this was Edward Potter, Jr.’s Sweeping 
Grass, which was knocked down at $2,000.

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PEDIGREE POINTS 


By J. A. Estes 


Nuffield and Bend Or 


6¢7F I have read your interesting Pedigree 

Points aright, I gather that you are strong- 
ly at variance with those horsemen who believe 
that the influence of far distant ancestors, say six 
generations back, is_ still a potent factor in the 
makeup of their descendants of today,” writes 
that excellent horseman and student Harry 
Sharpe from San Jose, Calif. 


“I think your many readers, as well as myself, 
would be sincerely interested in your views on 
the case of the Australian-bred Nuffield, winner 
of the A. J. C. Derby, the Victoria Derby, and the 
Caulfield Guineas. He has six lines of Bend Or, 
four of Hampton, and three of the great produc- 
ing mare Illuminata. Bend Or is six generations 
away in all of the six lines, with one exception, 
which is only five. 


“‘Cardigan,’ a leading Australian Turf journal- 
ist, writes: ‘He (Nuffield) has the black spots on 
the quarter which is a characteristic of the 
descendants of Bend Or.’ If Bend Or has trans- 
mitted this factor for coat color through six gen- 
erations, is it unreasonable to assume the trans- 
mission of other factors, racing ability, for in- 
stance ?” 

It is not at all unreasonable to make such an 
assumption, I would think. Bend Or ought to be 
given credit for a large share of the racing ability 
of Nuffield. To be more exact, I should think 
that Bend Or’s contribution to the pedigree of 
Nuffield would be represented by the fraction 
13/128 (say, one-tenth), which represents his 
mathematical share of the pedigree. (If my tabu- 
lation is correct, I get Bend Or once in the fifth, 
four times in the sixth, once in the seventh gen- 
eration.) Hampton, which occurs three times in 
the fifth and once in the sixth generation, has a 
trifle more to do with it; his proportion is 14/128. 
Carbine, to which the dam of Nuffield is inbred, 
figures 12/128. But the most striking inbreeding 
in the pedigree is to Cyllene, a grandson of Bend 
Or, but also a grandson of Isonomy. Cyllene oc- 
curs three times in the fourth generation, and 
thus must be credited with 24/128. Cyllene, I 
Suspect, is a more important item in a pedigree 
than Bend Or, but his name is seen less frequently 
in the northern hemisphere because of his expor- 
tation from England. 

But it is a well known principle of philosophy 
and science that, if one must devise a hypothesis 
to explain a phenomenon, and if several explana- 
tions are possible, the simplest explanation is the 
one which ought to be preferred. This isn’t so 
much a philosophical or scientific principle; it is 
simply common sense. 

In searching for the explanation of the well 
known phenomenon of high-class race horses I 
have assumed that the two parents of a horse 
were principally responsible for his inherited 
characteristics, and that the individual concern 
of the breeder ought to be the search for indi- 
viduals capable of producing high-class horses. 
Such individuals reveal themselves in only two 
ways, as far as I have been able to determine, 
(a) through their own performances and (b) 
through the performances of their offspring. 
Lacking conclusive evidence from either of these 
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sources, one can make an estimate by appraising 
the near kin, but here the estimating begins to 
be very hazardous. As for making an estimate 
from remote kin, I do not see how it is possible 
for such an estimate to be accurate. 

The explanation for Nuffield is simple enough, 
I believe. His sire, Heroic, a top race horse, was 
already the most successful sire of the century in 
Australia. He had been proved by his own per- 
formances and those of his get. Belle Gallante, 
the dam of Nuffield, was a stakes winner, her 
victories as a 2-year-old including the Gimcrack 
Stakes, worth £1,951. Here were two parents 
qualified, by a very simple standard, to produce 
a high-class horse. 

The only correlation I have ever found between 
the racing class of horses and their ancestry is 
the correlation based on the racing class of the 
immediate ancestry. If anyone knows enough 
about pedigrees to have discovered a correlation 
between the racing class of a horse and anything 
in the sixth generation of his ancestors, I would 
appreciate the privilege of publishing the formula 
which would reveal to the breeder of 1940 how 
he ought to make his matings in 1941. I don’t 
mean to be sarcastic about the matter. I am 
merely making an invitation. One of two things: 
Either the principle can be stated or there is no 
principle definite enough for anyone to follow. 

As for those Bend Or spots, I don’t like to be 
so irreverent, but they belong with the symbols 
of witchcraft. There is no reason to suppose 
that Bend Or distributed them only to his best 
descendants. Nor is there any reason to suppose 
that Bend Or was the only source from which 
they were distributed. Or, if there are reasons, 
I would be pleased to hear them. 


ILLINOIS 


Dates for 1941 


HE 1941 date schedule for the Chicago tracks, 

announced November 25 by the Illinois State 
Racing Commission, contained several surprises, 
though some preparation had been made by the 
requests the various tracks had made a few 
weeks earlier. For the last two seasons Aurora 
has asked for, and been granted, dates at the 
beginning of the season, and then has not used 
them. So the Aurora application for 1941 dates 
was refused, and Sportsman’s Park, which cus- 
tomarily closes the Illinois season, was given a 
short meeting in the spring, another in the fall. 
The amount of racing at the four mile tracks 
was increased, so that altogether the Chicago 
area will have 163 racing days in 1941, as com- 
pared with 138 in 1940. Hawthorne has the 
longest meeting, a 36-day affair, but has no holi- 
day except Columbus Day, a comparatively 
lightly observed one. The date schedule:

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MARYLAND 
Bowie 


HE biggest week of the 13-day Bowie meeting 
sy was that ending November 23, and including 
the Thanksgiving Day program on November 21. 
The track was fortunate in having good weather 
for the holiday racing, and a crowd guessed at 
23,000 was out, one of the largest Bowie has had 
for years. The Saturday was cooler, but fair, and 
about 15,000 were in attendance. Patronage is 
usually good at Bowie in the fall, when there is no 
racing elsewhere in the East, and it is perhaps 
this circumstance which influenced the track in 
asking for a shorter spring meeting, a longer fall 
one, next year. 

Favorites, during the early part of the week, 
were quite consistent; they got beat with uniform 
regularity. But during the later part of the week 
they scored more frequently, though for the week 
the percentage of winning favorites was only .28. 
Included in the formful performances were the 
two stakes of the week. On November 21 Mrs. 
E. G. Lewis’ Magnificent, backed at 9 to 10, won 
the Endurance Handicap, though it took a photo- 
graph to decide the finish. On the Saturday the 
favored G. D. Widener entry of Birch Rod and 
Rosetown finished first and third in the Prince 
George Autumn Handicap. Another popular vic- 
tory on Saturday was that of R. W. Collins’ Sweet 
Willow, 3-year-old Lee O. Cotner filly, in the over- 
night Charlotte Hall purse, a performance which 
gave her six wins from 16 starts this season. The 
only other non-claiming race was for 2-year-olds 
under allowance conditions, and this furnished the 
most startling upset of the day. Parkwood Sta- 
ble’s Teddy Wrack, a *Bull Dog colt of no par- 
ticular prominence, got up in the last few yards 
to win by a half-length, and reward his few back- 
ers at 79 to 1. 

The current week ends the Bowie meeting, and 
the “regular” season as well, except for the win- 
ter meeting at Charles Town in December. The 
W. P. Burch Memorial Handicap, a $5,000 added 
event for all ages, at six furlongs, will be featured 
on November 27, and on closing day the chief 
event will be the $10,000 added Bryan and O’Hara 
Memorial Handicap, for 3-year-olds and up, at 
134, miles. 


Magnificent's Endurance Handicap 


A late-comer to the 2-year-old picture was Mrs. 
Elizabeth Graham Lewis’ Magnificent, a slow- 
developing son of *Challenger II which seemed 
likely to be at his best in the late fall. He did not 
start until the Laurel Park meeting, and though 
he won a surprising victory in an allowance race 
over the good filly Misty Isle, he was persistently 
defeated in stakes, though he was never worse 
than fourth. Magnificent waited for the last 
stakes opportunity of the year for his age division, 
the Endurance Handicap ($7,500 added, 2-year- 
olds, one mile and 70 yards) at Bowie November 
21, to score his first stakes success. Without 
taking anything from a good performance in 
which he gave weight to all of his opposition, he 
did not have a great deal to beat, and he went to 
the post at 9 to 10. 

Magnificent (115) was away well, and on the 
first turn Andy Shelhamer found a hole on the 
inside and slipped him through it, and Magnifi- 

cent took the lead. He was going along under re- 
straint, but after a half-mile Commixion (105), 
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which had been in second place, quit badly and 
fell back to last place. Houghton P. Metcalf’s 
Hop Skip (108), by Trace Call, well placed from 
the beginning, now moved to second place and went 
up to the leader’s head, but in the stretch Magnifi- 
cent drew away from him, was going well in front 
at the furlong-pole. He had one more challenge 
to meet, from E. K. Bryson’s Cis Marion (108), a 
Big Blaze filly which came around the leaders on 
the last turn and began closing with arush. Mag- 
nificent was tiring through the last yards, but he 
held on to win by a nose. Hop Skip was third, a 
length and a half behind Cis Marion, two lengths 
ahead of J. E. Widener’s Hasty Notion (112), a 
Haste gelding which was second choice in the 
betting. In order followed Cavalier (108), Big 
League (106), Hardy Bud (108), and Commixion.

Magnificent was foaled at the Blue Ridge Farm, 
near Upperville, Va., of the late Admiral Cary T.

The George D. Widener entry of Birch Rod 
(115) and Rosetown (3, 112) was favored for the 
Prince George Autumn Handicap ($5,000 added, 
all ages, 114g miles) at Bowie November 23, and 
unlike most of the day’s favorites, scored a clear 
victory. But until the last sixteenth, Mrs. E. G. 
Lewis’ Pagliacci (108) seemed an almost certain 
winner. He began in front, with the outsider 
Lumiere (102) pressing him. Rosetown had also 
begun fast, but was taken under restraint when 
outrun, and Birch Rod was away near the middle 
of the field, made no immediate attempt to go to 
the leaders. Pagliacci shook off Lumiere going to 
the far turn. Rosetown moved up to second place 
at this stage, and Birch Rod, having passed a few 
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horses, was an indifferent sixth. In the upper 
stretch Pagliacci pulled away from Rosetown, led 
her by three lengths at the eighth-pole, as Birch 
Rod, coming with a rush on the outside, got to 
third. In the last sixteenth the leader faltered 
badly, and Birch Rod, sustaining his run, passed 
him smartly and drew clear to win by two lengths. 
Pagliacci was a like distance ahead of Rosetown, 
with Belair Stud’s Dusky Fox (3, 118), coming 
from behind in a belated charge, a head farther 
back in fourth place. In order followed Second 
Helping (3, 110), Lumiere, *Moscow II (3, 112), 
True Call (3, 116), Dolly Val (109), and Sir Marl- 
boro (119).

Transit also produced the winners Sur- 
veyor (24 wins to date, including Pimlico Nursery 
Stakes), Forced Landing (to six, including San 
Gabriel Handicap), The Chief (National Stallion, 
Derby Trial, Dwyer Stakes, Brooklyn, Excelsior, 
Roseben Handicaps), Alhalon, Belle Poise, and 
Wild Transit, winner 21 races to six. *Traverse 
is also dam of the winners Transmute (Hudson, 
Tremont Stakes, Shenandoah Handicap, and sire), 
Trail, Flyacross, Thisway (12 wins to eight, 1940), 
Drawbridge (Autumn Day Stakes), Crossover, 
Transom (also dam of the winners Stay Out, 
Skylight, also a producer and grandam of 
the stakes winner Morning Breeze, and Latch 
Key, the latter dam of four winners, including 
Cross Keys, winner Dearborn Handicap, Betsy 
Williams Stakes), and Traffic, dam of the win- 
ners The Bull (Breeders’ Futurity), Roustabout 
(Grand Union, Swift Stakes, Rockingham Park, 
Roger Williams, Fall River, New England, Rhode 
Island Handicaps, and also a winner through the 
field in 1940), Song, Trade, Traffic Court, and 
Rapscallion, these being all her foals. *Traverse 
is also dam of the producers Blackduck, Come- 
over (dam of three winners, including Back Fence, 
winner 16 races to eight, 1940), and Portage, dam 
of the winners Carry Over (Lawrence Realiza- 
tion), Sea Captain (Swift Stakes), Tote, Dashing 
Doe, and Canoe. 


Maryland's 1941 Dates 


The Maryland race tracks, both those of the 
major and minor circuits, have agreed on a 1941 
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date schedule, which will shortly be submitted 
to the Maryland State Racing Commission for 
approval. The pattern is the usual one for 
Maryland racing, with Bowie opening and clos- 
ing the season, except that for next year Bowie 
has asked an 11-day spring meeting, a 14-day 
fall meeting, whereas the division is usually 12 


and 13 days. Laurel Park, as usual, wants its 
25 days in one meeting.

Sex Control Again 


For some time after the New York Daily News 
began publishing the results of News-financed ex- 
periments in sex control, cautious scientists ap- 
parently ignored the results of Thomas Durfee’s 
work, carried on at a laboratory in New Jersey. 
But a number of scientists at some of the coun- 
try’s leading universities have been quietly check- 
ing Mr. Durfee’s work, and the program of the 
thirty-third annual meeting of the American So- 
ciety of Animal Production, to be held at the 
Hotel Sherman in Chicago November 29 through 
December 1, indicates that some of them are 
ready to release their findings. 

At one of the sessions booked for Saturday 
morning, November 30, a symposium on the sub- 
ject is scheduled. Dr. Elmer Roberts, of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, Dr. Leon J. Cole, of Wisconsin, 
and J. H. Quisenberry and S. V. Chandiramani, of 
Texas, will contribute papers concerning the ef- 
fect of lactic acid and sodium bicarbonate on the 
sex ratio of mammals. Mr. Durfee’s reports on 
his work with small animals (rabbits and rats) 
have indicated that douches of lactic acid caused 
a preponderance of females to be born, and that 
sodium bicarbonate resulted in a preponderance 
of males.

Bay Meadows 


TS sixth week featured by the Thanksgiving 

Day program as well as the Saturday affair, 
Bay Meadows had completed 31 days of its 46- 
day meeting with the racing of November 23, is 
enjoying a quite successful season. Some im- 
provement through the last weeks is probable, 
with diminishing competition from football. 

Thanksgiving Day was featured by a $2,500 
added handicap at six furlongs, won by Circle S 
Stable’s Hysterical, a Trace Call gelding which 
has developed extremely well this season, and is 
now probably as good a handicap performer as 
any in active training at San Francisco. A sup- 
porting event under allowance conditions, and 
also at six furlongs, was won by U. H. Plavan’s 
Urge Me, a 5-year-old Brooms mare, bred by 
Brookmeade Stable. Another allowance race, for 
maidens and winners of one race, went to Mrs. 
W. T. Westrope’s Intuition, a Gallant Sir colt bred 
in Kentucky by Douglas M. Davis. 

Charles S. Howard's Rackatack, by Hard Tack, 
won the Salinas Handicap on Saturday, this being 
the best 2-year-old race the track offers. It was 
something of a surprise, as the favorite was not 
in the first three. A one-mile allowance event 
went to Mr. and Mrs. H. S. Swift’s Caddiecay, 4- 
year-old Equipoise filly, and another allowance 
race, also at a mile, was won by Mrs. M. H. Rab- 
win’s Wound Stripe, a 3-year-old son of War. 

Race-goers at Bay Meadows have taken a con- 
siderable interest in the race which Jockey Earl 
Dew is making for jockey honors. Last week 
Dew did not miss a day at Bay Meadows, getting 
a triple on one occasion, doubles on two others, 
and his mounts are usually well backed. 


Another For Hysterical 


Probably the best handicap horse which has 
been campaigning regularly on the West Coast 
this fall is Circle S Stable’s Hysterical (125), 
which was given top weight for the Thanksgiving 
Handicap ($2,500 added, all ages, six furlongs) at 
Bay Meadows November 21. Hysterical can 
handle middle distance races as well as sprints, 
and earlier this season had won the Tanforan 
Inaugural, Inglewood, and San Francisco County 
Handicaps. 

Despite his record, he was made second choice 
to the L. B. Mayer entry of The Gob (3, 114) and 
Sir Jeffrey (3, 113), both fairly good performers 
this seasecn. Sir Jeffrey took the track at the 
start with Hysterical hard after him. Camp 
Verde (3, 113), with the leaders for the first 
quarter-mile, dropped out thereafter, and the

Rackatack Wins Easily 


The Louis B. Mayer horses have been winning 
rather regularly on the West Coast since Trainer 
Clyde Van Dusen took charge of them, and for 
the Salinas Handicap ($5,000 added, 2-year-olds, 
11,g, miles) on November 23 the Mayer entry of 
Appeasement (121) and Painted Veil (115) was 
backed heavily at 7 to 10.

St. Leger at Last 


EFORE Germany’s Luftwaffe turned on the 

heat in August English racing authorities had 
succeeded in running substitute races for the first 
four classic races of the racing calendar. The 
fifth, last, and oldest of this traditional series, 
the St. Leger, ordinarily run at Doncaster in Sep- 
tember, had to be postponed until it appeared that, 
for the second time in two years, there would be 
no St. Leger and no substitute therefor. But 
English persistence manifests itself on the sport- 
ing page as well as in the war news. 

Last Saturday, November 23, at the modest 
Thirsk course in Yorkshire, they got around to 
the actual running of the Yorkshire St. Leger, 
substitute for the Doncaster St. Leger whose tra- 
ditions, dating from 1776, are too precious to be 
relinquished even in wartime. Cabled dispatches 
carried a meager account of the race. 

The Yorkshire St. Leger Stakes was at a mile 
and seven furlongs, as compared with the usual 
distance of a mile, six furlongs, and 132 yards. 
Subscriptions, which closed October 29, were 10 
sovereigns each, with 10 sovereigns extra for 
starters, and £1,000 sovereigns added. There were 
15 nominations, which did not include the Derby 
winner Pont l’Eveque or the Two Thousand Guin- 
eas winner Djebel. (Godiva, winner of the One 
Thousand Guineas and Oaks substitutes, is dead.) 
Cabled results of the race did not include the 
number of starters. 

Three nominations were made by the Aga Khan, 
and two of them, Turkhan and Stardust, finished 
first and second as named. Turkhan, ridden by 
Gordon Richards, won by three-quarters of a 
length from his stablemate, which had a similar 
margin over Lord Rosebery’s Hippius at the fin- 
ish. The time was 3:32%s. 

Turkhan, a bay colt, is one of the first crop of 
foals by *Bahram, himself a winner of the St.

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Leger, as well as of the other two classics open to 
colts. His dam is Theresina, winner of the Irish 
Oaks, Falmouth Stakes, and Newmarket Trien- 
nial and also dam of the stakes winner Shahali. 
Theresina is by the Two Thousand Guineas win- 
ner Diophon out of the top-class race mare 
Teresina, by Tracery out of Blue Tit, by Wild- 
fowler. Teresina is dam of the stakes winner 
*Gino (now at David N. Rust, Jr.’s farm at Lees- 
burg, Va.), Grand Terrace, Alykhan, and Alishah. 
Turkhan had already distinguished himself as one 
of the best of his year, and had finished second in 
the New Derby, but the St. Leger substitute 
brought his first victory in an outstanding race.

Caxton 


On the front cover of this issue of THE BLOOD- 
HORSE is a picture of Caxton, a 4-year-old Ameri- 
can-bred gelding which won the New Cambridge- 
shire Stakes at Nottingham November 2 and 
thus took his place among the more important 
performers in this abbreviated English racing 
season. Caxton was bred by Joseph E. Widener 
at Elmendorf Farm, at Lexington, did his early 
racing in England under Mr. Widener’s colors. 
He is now owned by Major T. Rigg. In the one 
mile Cambridgeshire substitute he carried 107 
pounds and won by half a length from Heavy 
Weight (104), with the favorite, Quartier-Maitre 
(123), third, another neck back. Caxton is a 
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brown gelding by *Sickle—*Esmeralda II, by 
Alcantara II, second dam Doddles, by *Teddy. 

On the same program—which war conditions 
made the finest ever seen at the Nottingham 
course—were two other substitutes for impor- 
tant English fixtures, the 212-mile New Jockey 
Club Cup and the New Middle Park Stakes. In 
the former H. Blagrave’s Atout Maitre scored 
an easy victory over the Cesarewitch winner 
Hunter’s Moon IV, with King Legend third, and 
the subsequent St. Leger winner Turkhan among 
the unplaced. Hunter’s Moon IV, recently pur- 
chased by Louis B. Mayer, probably will be 
shipped to America soon and sent to California 
with the Santa Anita Handicap as his principal 
objective. 

The Middle Park Stakes substitute apparently 
found a new leader for the current crop of 2- 
year-olds in England. The winner was A. F. 
Basset’s Hyacinthus, which finished a neck ahead 
of Morogoro, with Selim Hassan third and Star- 
wort fourth. Each of these beaten horses has 
shown high class in other stakes victories this 
season. In the Criterion Stakes, Starwort had 
beaten Hyancinthus. 

Hyancinthus is a chestnut colt by the leading 
sire Hyperion out of the Irish Cambridgeshire 
and Curragh Stakes winner Sweet Wall, a “half- 
bred” mare by Cygnus out of Dark Eyes, by 
Captivation out of the short-pedigreed Lady 
Piersfield.

Vicious Circle 


O other State has more cheap racing than 

Ohio. This year there were 180 days of rac- 
ing, which will probably place the State fourth, 
to California, New York, and Illinois, in amount 
of racing. Its purse distribution was $763,700, a 
daily average of $4,243, or about $530 a race. 
Exactly what rank this average will take is not 
yet assured, but it is certain to be far down the 
list. These facts form the basis of an article in 
the Ohio Horse, written by that magazine’s edi- 
tor, Preston Hinebaugh, who handles well a diffi- 
cult task of fact-facing. Ohio’s situation is a 
vicicus circle: it cannot better the class of its 
racing because track receipts are low, and it can- 
not increase its track receipts because the class 
of racing is not attractive. 

The figures with which Mr. Hinebaugh illus- 
trates the situation must be accepted on one as- 
sumption: that all track receipts other than 
those derived from pari-mutuel take-out approxi- 
mately balance all track expenses other than 
purse distribution. This year in Ohio the total 
pari-mutuel turnover was $7,391,449, and the 
total take-out $739,144 (estimating the break- 
age to 10 cents about balances the State’s share, 
which varies from one per cent to 2% per cent, 
according to the size of each day’s turnover). 
The total purse distribution thus exceeded pari- 
mutuel receipts by $24,556. Judged solely by 
this ratio, Thistle Down made $18,305 at its 44- 
day meeting, River Downs made $37,641 at its 
14-day summer meeting, $6,918 at its 21-day fall 
session, and all other tracks in the State lost 
money, the principal sufferer being North Ran- 
dall, which dropped $50,000 on two meetings, one 
of which was cut off at the end of a week, though 
scheduled for 16 days. The highest turnover of 
the year was $191,000 at River Downs on Labor 
Day; the lowest was $11,018 on one day at North 
Randall. 

Mr. Hinebaugh cites two principal reasons for 
the low estate of Ohio racing. In the first place 
meetings are too long, in the second place they 
are too cheap. A part of the difficulty, he 
thinks, lies in the fact that, during the period of 
“wildcat” or extra-legal racing before enactment 
of the present pari-mutuel law in 1933, tracks 
were located, not where they would draw best, 
but where local political powers were most likely 
to let them alone. 

The North Randall-Thistle Down arrangement 
got its share of attention. When Thistle Down 
fitted itself into a circuit with River Downs and 
Detroit, the class of racing there went up con- 
siderably, and so did receipts, the pari-mutuel 
turnover reaching about $100,000 daily. This 
prosperity caused the opening of North Randall, 
previously restricted to Standardbred races. 
North Randall has been a costly failure from the 
start, and Thistle Down's business has dropped 
to about $60,000 daily. Mr. Hinebaugh’s deduc- 
tion is that about 40 or 50 racing days are 
enough for the Cleveland area, and that any 
more will only spread the same amount of sup- 
port thinner. A contributing factor, not men- 
tioned in the article, is that since Thistle Down 
joined the Detroit-River Downs circuit, racing 
has cheapened considerably at River Downs, and 
Detroit has given up stakes races entirely, so 
that Thistie Down still stands alone as far as at- 
tracting good horses is concerned. Personal re- 
lationships, which prevented cooperation between 
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the two Cleveland tracks, is also mentioned as a 
factor in the failure of North Randall. 

Mr. Hinebaugh intends to write further ar- 
ticles on the subject, presumably to point out 
the road Ohio racing should take. But the first 
article is an object lesson to racing promoters 
everywhere, that an attempt to increase profits 
by shaving purses is in the long run a losing 
proposition to everyone concerned.

Sun Beau at The Meadows 


EFORE the Kilmer dispersal it was announced 

that Sun Beau, world’s leading money winner 
until Seabiscuit displaced him last spring, would 
not be sold with the other stallions, would be put 
out under lease. On November 23 it was an- 
nounced that the 15-year-old son of *Sun Briar— 
Beautiful Lady, by Fair Play, had been placed 
with Christopher T. Chenery, and would make 
the 1941 season at Mr. Chenery’s farm, The 
Meadows, at Doswell, Va. Mr. Chenery, who in- 
tends to race the produce of his establishment, 
has recruited a considerable band of mares. He 
hopes to give the stallion a chance he did not have 
at Court Manor, where he stood in the shadow of 
his sire. Sun Beau's fee for 1941 has not yet been 
announced. 


Brookmeade Mares 


Six Brookmeade Farm mares arrived last week 
at H. B. Scott’s Shandon Farm where they will 
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remain until after they have been bred next spring 
to stallions standing in Kentucky. The mares are 
Polly Hundred, in foal to *Sun Briar and booked 
to Firethorn; *Diane de Poitiers, in foal to Psychic 
Bid and booked to Okapi; Guarded Queen, in foal 
to War Admiral and booked to Okapi; Significant, 
barren and booked to Okapi; Chicotta, in foal to 
High Strung and booked to *Pharamond II; and 
Willet, in foal to Cavalcade and booked to *Mah- 
moud.

Man o' War, 20 Hands Tall 


During a visit to his Faraway Farms this week 
Samuel D. Riddle announced that he had engaged 
Sculptor Herbert Haseltine to do a larger than 
life-size bronze statue of his famed stallion Man o’ 
War. Mr. Haseltine, who arrived in Lexington 
Sunday, will start work on the statue immediate- 
ly. The statue, he said, will be 20 hands high at 
the withers and will be cast in red gold bronze. 
The artist will model Man o’ War in the stallion 
barn hallway at Faraway Farms, where Ameri- 
can Flag, War Admiral, and Trace Call also are 
at stud. 

Mr. Riddle said it had not been decided where 
the statue would be placed when completed. This 
will be the second time that Sculptor Haseltine 
has modeled Man o’ War. In 1934 he executed a 
quarter-size statue of the stallion for Walter M. 
Jeffords. Other commissions which Mr. Hasel- 
tine has executed in America have been Twenty 
Grand for Mrs. Payne Whitney, *Sir Gallahad III 
for Marshall Field, and *Royal Minstrel for John 
Hay Whitney. He has also modeled equine statues 
in England, France, and India.

NEW YORK 
A Year of Pari-Mutuels 


HEN the last dollar had been counted after 

the United Hunts meeting November 5, 
there had been a total of $103,601,096 wagered in 
New York during the first year of pari-mutuel 
betting. The highest day’s wagering came on 
Memorial Day at Belmont Park, when $1,436,729 
was played, but there were 17 days during the 
season when betting passed $1,000,000. Attend- 
ance during the year totaled 2,046,895, and as the 
New York tracks have a rather strict policy re- 
garding a paid gate, inherited from the years 
during which gate receipts were the principal 
source of revenue, this added considerably to 
profits. 

Out of this new prosperity came new records 
in distribution to horsemen, with all of the tracks 
showing material gains. The total for 1940 was 
$2,698,758 in stakes and purses, as against $2,168,- 
055 in 1939, which was the largest in post-de- 
pression times. The 1940 figure is a new record 
for the State, which had its highest previous dis- 
tribution in 1929, when $2,509,110 went to horse- 
men. 

Belmont Park was the leader in distribution in 
New York, will be the leading race track in the 
United States as well. But all of the race tracks 
had material gains to show, the smallest being 
at Aqueduct, which nevertheless raised its average 
distribution by nearly $1,900 daily. The daily av- 
erage distribution at the five tracks and the 
United Hunts meeting (two days), in comparison 
with that of 1939:

Belair Stud, led by Fenelon and *Isolater, was 
the leading money winner, with earnings of $112,- 
435 within the State. Greentree Stable, thanks to 
Piquet, Corydon, Hash, Third Degree, Monday 
Lunch, and their stablemates, won $100,430 to be 
second. Closely bunched in the next few places 
were Woodvale Farm (Our Boots, $76,772), W. A. 
Hanger (Dit, Harvard Square, $76,172), Calumet 
Farm (Whirlaway, $75,530), and Hal Price Head- 
ley (Salaminia, $74,105). 

The leadership among the trainers went to Max 
Hirsch, who saddled 44 winners for various pa- 
trons, including Arnold Hanger and Mrs. Parker 
Corning. James Fitzsimmons, veteran trainer for 
Belair Stud, Wheatley Stable, and Ogden Phipps, 
was second with 42, and Hirsch Jacobs, who 
seems likely to lose this year the leadership he 
has held among American trainers for seven con- 
secutive years, was third with 39. Donald Meade 
was by far the leading jockey, with 139 winners. 
Basil James, who was second with 86, beat him on 
percentage, however, getting 23 per cent winners 
from his mounts, while Meade won with but 19 
per cent. 

New York's first season under pari-mutuels was 
a rather formful one, with 37 per cent of the 
favorites winning. There was a wide variation 
among the tracks, ranging from 21 per cent at 
the second Jamaica meeting to 45 per cent at the 
first Empire City meeting. Statistics included 
herewith are taken in part from those compiled 
for Daily Racing Form.

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NEW WORM MEDICINE 


LWAYS a major problem with horse breeders 

is the parasite problem. Horsemen have 
wished for years that they could find an effective 
vermifuge which could be given easily, which 
would not poison horses as well as parasites. A 
little over a year ago they began hearing about 
a drug called phenothiazine which seemed to be 
the realization of his long-standing wish. But 
new drugs are generally viewed with skepticism 
until they have been fully tested, and as yet there 
has been comparatively little phenothiazine used 
on horses. 

At the regular luncheon meeting of the Thor- 
oughbred Club of America, held Saturday, No- 
vember 23, at the Phoenix Hotel, Lexington, Dr. 
B. J. Errington, of the Department of Animal 
Pathology at the Kentucky Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station, reported on experiences with the 
drug at that institution. 

The work with phenothiazine, Dr. Errington 
said, began in March, 1939. At that time only a 
few reports had been made on the subject, but 
it had been established that the drug was not 
toxic to horses and was very efficient in the re- 
moval of bloodworms, though not effective 
against whiteworms or bots. The first group of 
horses worked with at the Experiment Station 
consisted of 55 horses and mules, most of them 
used on the farm there. It could be seen very 
soon that the drug was quite efficient in remov- 
ing bloodworms. The fecal count’ declined 
rapidly, and in about four days in most cases it 
was negative. The medicine had been given, in 
doses up to two ounces, in the feed. The horses 
had not been “drawn” before the treatment or 
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purged afterward. In general the animals did 
not show ill effects of any kind. 

But two animals in the group failed to ‘pick 
up” in the two or three weeks following the ad- 
ministration of the drug, and the Experiment 
Station staff took samples of the blood from 
these two and made a count of the red cells. This 
ccunt proved to be well below the normal range 
of variation. None of the other animals showed 
similar effects externally, but it was decided to 
run blood counts on the others. Numerous other 
animals were found to have experienced a simi- 
lar, and in some cases extreme, reduction of red 
cells. At first it was doubtful whether the blood 
count findings were important. Most of the ani- 
mals appeared to be in good condition, and there 
was no external evidence that any harm had 
been done. 

An additional experiment was attempted later, 
with four stallions, which were given doses of 
three ounces each. They went off their feed for 
four days. Two of them showed blood in their 
urine, and both of these exhibited mild cases of 
colic. One of these two showed a decline in the 
red cell count from 8,680,000 to 3,610,000, and a 
month later the count was still down to 4,500,- 
000. The phenothiazine given these two was ob- 
tained from a source different from that which 
furnished the drug given the other two, so that, 
although it is supposed to be a pure drug, there 
appears to be variation. 

One old mare, given 90 grams of the drug, 
went off her feed for four days, showed blood in 
her urine, had colic, and dropped to a red cell 
count of about two million. 

In the first test the drop in the red cell count 
appeared to be roughly in proportion to the size

Ira Drymon, who 
presided in the absence of President T. C. Piatt, 
asked Dr. Dikmans, who has had considerable 
experience in the use of phenothiazine on cattle 
and sheep, to comment on the subject. The lat- 
ter emphasized the fact that, although pheno- 
thiazine had been used for some time as an in- 
secticide, and in a few cases as a urinary anti- 
septic in human medicine, its use as a vermicide 
for domestic animals was still very new, less 
than a year having passed since the first report on 
it as a medication for horses. 

“On the basis of such information as is now 
available,”’ he said, ‘it is a very effective drug. 

. . But there are many problems left to be 
worked out. It will take some time yet to work 
out these problems. I think Dr. Errington’s word 
of warning is very important. Don’t go too fast.” 

A summary of the work with phenothiazine at 
the Kentucky Agricultural Experiment Station 
is included in the December issue of Veterinary 
Medicine.

some famous horse was bred or owned. The 
people there are again turning their attention to 
Thoroughbred breeding, but not yet on any pre- 
tentious scale. The local purchasers at the 
Brentwood sale were primarily interested in ob- 
taining horses suitable for riding, but some of 
them, more than likely, will soon have an urge 
to breed a few Thoroughbreds for racing. 

One of the more frequent buyers was Fay L., 
Murray, owner of the Nashville baseball club. 
Jchn Sloan bought a 20-year-old barren mare at 
$15 for the account of the Hillsboro Hounds, 
Henry Dickinson, Jr., another buyer, is a nephew 
of J. M. Dickinson, owner of the Traveler’s Rest 
Arabian stud. Eugene O. Harris, Jr., who bought 
an unregistered *Hourless mare, is a young 
Nashville business man who owns a number of 
riding horses. 

E. B. Craig, who bought a yearling filly by 
Thundering—Irish Bouquet, breeds show ponies 
by crossing Welsh and Arabian strains. He 
trains his young horses to respond to the voice 
without the use of the more ordinary aids of 
hands and legs. “If a horse can understand 
three cr four words, why can’t he understand 
fifteen?” says Mr. Craig. The filly he bought 
was not brought into the ring, for the reason that 
she had broken away from her groom and could 
not be found. Mr. Craig thought he might use 
hcr to make a few experiments in adding Thor- 
oughbred blood to his Welsh-Arab cocktail. 

E. C. Eggert, who bought several mares out 
of the sale, is a hunting enthusiast who formerly 
lived at Bowling Green, Ky., but who now has 
a farm near the Caldwell estate. 

Kirtley S. Cleveland, of Lexington, and Jack 
Rogers, of Versailles, Ky., sat together, held fre- 
quent conferences, made more bids than anyone 
else. Mr. Cleveland, who formerly trained for 
Mr. Caldwell, bought 11 head, immediately let it 
be known they were for sale. He thought the 
prices were too low, and that he could sell the 
stock for a profit. 

Murat Ney Porter, Lexington dealer in hunters 
and riding horses, bought two head, and Thomas 
B. Cromwell (Cromwell Bloodstock Agency) got 
three, the 13-year-old mare Mary Marvin, former 
good winner, a half-interest in which he sold to 
John S. Wiggins; the 3-year-old Mocky’s Man, for 
William Wolf, of Baton Rouge, La.; and a yearling 
bay colt by Thundering—Elsie Caldwell, bought 
for the account of Mrs. Edgar Zantker, of Lex- 
ington. 

Philip Connors, for whom Del Holeman bought 


J. A. Estes.

persal, going to Philip Connors for $5,500. 
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Late Date, owns one other broodmare, Witch- 
craft, dam of the stakes winner Magic Stream. 
Witchcraft has a weanling filly by Coldstream, 
thus a full sister to Magic Stream, which was 
one of the bargains of the 1939 Saratoga year- 
ling sales. Late Date, now in foal to *Man 
O'Night, was moved from Brentwood to the 
Regan Farm headquarters a few miles away at 
Gallatin. A few days later the daily press carried 
a story that Late Date would be shipped to Mary- 
land, bred to *Bahram. 


Del Holeman, who manages the Regan Farm, 
was in the stand with Doc Bond to make the 
announcements. He had his own notions as to 
this business, and set a new high for laconicism 
in the auctioneer’s stand. Of mares he would 
say, “This mare is in foal,” or “This mare is 
barren,”’ or ‘“‘This mare is blind in one eye.’’ When 
the mare Bobalong was brought in he stated: 
“This mare was not bred this year or last year. 
For no particular reason. We just didn’t get 
around to it, I guess.” During the lunch hour 
Mr. Holeman explained the reason for his tech- 
nique: “There’s no use of telling ‘em what’s in 
the catalogue. They can read, can’t they?” 

Edward Potter, Jr., who bought one and sold 
one in the sale, is the owner of the stallion Hecla, 
whose first crop of foals comprises only one 2- 
year-old, the very good colt Clarksville. In the 
fall of 1938 Mr. Potter bought from John R. 
Shepley, of St. Louis, the stallion Hecla, the 
mares Greedy Girl, Sweeping Grass, and Torrid 
Zone, and the weanling now known as Clarks- 
ville. The latter was being shipped to Hialeah 
Park the day the Brentwood sale was held, and 
Mr. Potter has hopes that he will distinguish 
himself in stakes races next year.
